TRAIN WBEOKEK 


Make an Attempt on llio Portervllle

An attempt was made last Sunday 


evening to wreck the train that leaves 
Fresno for Porlerville at 6.80. The 
train was between Roth and Portcrville 
and was froing at a good rate ol speed 
When Ensinaer Phlpps saw an obstruc- 
tion on the track.

The \vilU of the heads of tlio Astoi 


fiimily do not jioint n mortil in this re- 
spect, bcunnso the family has followed ;i

for tho per[wt tuition of 


trre.it fiiimly oat;ite in two parcels. Side 
b«inests, if considerable, would hnvo 
prevented tho execution of this plan 
The distribution of tho lato Samuel J. 
Tildcn'3 fortune is not illustrative of tbo 
common custom, because ho was a bach- 
elor. 


A. T. Stewart, tho great merchant 


prince, mado ti simple will. In tho sec- 
ond paragraph of tho document opened 
after hia death in 1870 ho wroto simply, 
"All my property and estate of ever; 
kind and description and wherever sit- 
uated I givo, (loviBO and bequeath to my 
IP.OT wife, Cornelia M. Stewart, her 
jeirs and assigns forever." In tbo nest 
paragraph he appointed Henry Hilton lo 
manage, close and wind up his partner- 
ship business and affairs. Ho mado es- 
Judgo Hilton, tho widow and William 
Libbey his executors, and ho bequeathed 
to Sir. Hilton tho sum of $1,000,000 "as 
a mark of regard." 


In a codicil to th& will ho bequeathed 


various sums of from $20,000 to $300 to 
as many faithful employees in his busi- 
ness, nnd other sums of $3,500 to $300 fo 
even household servants. 
To two sis- 


crs named Mam*, at whose father's 
touseand hands ho had enjoyed hospital- 
ly, bo gave$12,000 a year and n housa iu 
his city. To IJenry Hilton's wifo ho 
ravo $o,000. In n second codicil he gavo 
ilO.OOO each to four persons of the name 
if Clinch, who wero volativos of his wife, 
o two of whom ho gave a bonso in town, 


d to Surah Smith and her daughter he 
ve $10.000 each. Ho willed that all 
rsous who had reinuinod iu his employ 


during twenty years should have $1.000. 
and nil who had worked for him ten 
years §£00. A letter to his wife accom- 
panied the will, and in Unit hu said that 
ho hoped to live to carry out his charita- 
ble schemes, but if ho died before doiu;{ 
F.O ho would depend on hor to do so with 
llie udvice and assistance of their friend, 
Henry Hilton. 


Mr. Stewart had no children. 
If lie 


had no relatives cither, liis will is not u 
case in point. Hut, on tho other hand, if 
it is true, as many claimants assert, that 
ho had a number of cousins and O(!HT 
kin in Ire-laud, his absolute forgetfulncfi.i 
of them or rufnsal fo benefit them is ro- 
uiarl;al»ly apposite. 


Commodore Vaudc-rbilt, wbo died in 


.lannnry, 1877, mado many Ix'qui'sts to 
othfM-i than his children. To his wife !».- 
Kavc $300,000 yud all tho conteiif.1 of IIH 
house in Washington place, Iho me of 
which was hurs for life. To his brother. 
.Jacob Jl. Vtiiulorbilt, li;; gavo $r,u,tiiJO. 
To his sister Pliwln ho gavo $1,^00 a ycur 
during her life. To his nieces and neph- 
ews ho giivo various Bums, ruiigini^ 
from §70,000 and $10,000 down to ijtfUO 
and §'*00 a j'O.ir. But hcgavuoiiegrand- 
nephew $20,000and another $20,000. His 
•V.ctor got ?10,000, and u faithful old 
clerlr got f '20.000. To an uuclo ho gavo 
$5,000, and tho wifo of ft nephew re- 
ceived $&r»,000. 


When ho camo to consider his children 


tho situation was altered. To William 
II., bis eldest eon, ho handed down tho 
bulk of his magnificent property, the 
valuo of this gift being estimated at $00,- 
000,000. The whole property liad been 
considered us worth $103,000,000, and of 
tho $15,000,000 that William H. did not 
get one-half went to William's sons, tho 
oldest one, Cornelius, getting greatly tho 
largest share. Ho seemed thus to indi- 
cate a belief that young Cornelius, who 
had already showii ability as a financier, 
wonld bcconio tbo head of tbo liouso in 
the third generation. 


To his own less worthy son Cornelius 


ho gave merely tho interest on $300,000. 
Ho divided $1,250,000 equally among five 
daughters, nnd two of thcso ho further 
enriched, tno one uith tho intercut on 
$JOQ,000 nnd tbo other with tho interest 
on $300,000. 
Enriched is scarcely the 


term to uso, for it wr.3 evident that ho 
intended only to insure to each of thorn 
tbe comforts of a. competency. 


\Vb«u it came time to open tho will of 


William H. ViiniicrbiU it was found tliat 
ho Lad gi vi-n tu ii nephew, W. V. Ki&ium, 
¥^0,000; to his undo Jacob tho dividends 
oa 1,000 ttlinvcs of New York-Central; to 
hia mint Phnabo and to each of twelve 
other relatives annuities of $1,200. Tho 
great bulk of the increased estate wont 
to tho children. There wore eight of 
them, and each got $5,000,000 outright, 
together with the interest during life 
on another $5,000,000, tbo eighth part of 
a trust fund of $10,000,000. 
Tho prin- 


cipal in this legacy was to go to his 
grandchildren when his children died. 
To his eldest BOH, Cornelius, ho gave an 
additional £2,QOO,000' outright, and to his 
favorite grandson, William H., tha son 
of Cornelius, bo gavo $1,000,000 outright. 
Tho youngest son, Ocorgo, was to liavo 
the family mansion and works of art 
when hia mother should die. To liis own 
•widow ho laft a yearly allowance of 
ifSUO.OOO and the right to givo away 
$300,000 howsoever or to whomsoever sho 
pleased. To each of his four daughters 
he gavo thu house in which she was liv- 
ing when ho died. Having thus disposed 
of only about half of this great property, 
which was said to bo sufficient to givo 
four dollars to every inun, woman and 
childiii the country, Mr. Vandcrbiltgavo 
tho rest to his first and second sons, Cor- 
nelius nnd Willi-im K., or about $50,000,- 
000 each.—New York Sun.
